Setting a precedent for speed in dip- 
lomatic negotiations, the United States 
has signed a new tariff treaty with 
China, before the ink has had time to 
dry on Secretary Kellogg’s note of this 


to take up tariff revision and other 
matters with the Chinese Nationalist 
government. 

American Minister MacMurray and 
T. V. Soong, minister of finance of the 
Nationalists, signed the new treaty on 
Wednesday at Peking, now designated 
Peipang in accordance with the change 
of mame decreed by the Nationalists. 
It sweeps aside all provisions in other 
treaties, including the Washington con- 
ference nine-power Chinese tariff treaty, 
and it grants China complete national 
tariff autonomy 

Stir Expected in Capitals. 

There will be more than one flare-up 
in European capitals and in Tokyo to 
greet America’s bold stroke, according 
to the concensus. Foreign governments 
were notified by Secretary Kellogg of 
his recent note to the Nationalists, but 
foreign statesmem have scarcely had 
time to read the notification before the 
tariff treaty was signed. 

It is anticipated that opinion in 
Great Britain and in Japan will charge 
the United States with having scuttled 
the nine-power tariff pact without 
warning and will otherwise complain of 
America’s independent policy, the re- 
sult of which will doubtless force all 
nations to accept the burdens relating 
to the long-sought complete tariff au- 
tonomy for the Chinese 


United States Takes Lead. 


This means that the United States 
takes the lead among the powers in 
granting to the Chinese government 
and the Chinese people the right to 
regulate her own tariff according to her 
own needs and without reference to 
pressure or dictation from foreign 
sources. 

It gives China for the first time in 
her. modern history the right which 
practically every nation enjoys, namely, 
the right to raise revenue for her own 
needs. 

It 18 generally conceded that China's 
inability to raise revenue, owing to 
foreign restrictions, has been the chief

Stevedore Breaks Liquor 


Bottles; 


Is Slain on Pier 


Warrant Charges Customs Guard With Murder—Shoot- 
ing . Declared Result of Smashing “Evidence.” 
Police Prevent Riot of Angered Longshoremen.

Hoboken, N. J., July 27.—An open 
feud between enraged longshoremen 
and United States customs guards in 
Hoboken was averted today by the is- 
suance of a warrant for a customs 
guard charged with murder, The war- 
rant was turned over to officials of the 
customs house in New York. It de- 
manded that James MacGuckin, 26, be 
turned over to the New Jersey authori- 
ties to stand trial for murder. 

Last Tuesday afternoon MacGuckin, 
doing guard duty at pier 1, of the 
French-American Line, in Hoboken, 
shot Leo Bolce, 30, a longshoreman, 
through the groin. Boice died in St. 
Mary’s Hospital Thursday night as the 
result of septic poisoning. He leaves 
his wife, Margaret, 23, an expectant 
mother, and three children, Thomas, 5, 
Margaret, 3, and Leo, 1. 

MacGuckin had been searching a 
crowd of stevedores returning from the 
pier, where they had been unloading 
the freighter Liberty. He had picked 
out the ship's carpenter and Boice as 
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them to stand 10 feet away while he 
searched the rest of the men. Accord- 
ing to witnesses, some one in the crowd 
yelled to Boice to “Bust the liquor and 
he can‘t do anything to you,” where- 
upon Boice drew two bottles of whisky 
from beneath his belt and smashed 
them. According to the charges Mac- 
Guckin then shot Boice at short range 
and started to walk away, saying, “I’m 
sorry, I’m sorry.” 

The mounted patrolman heard the 
shot and dashed up to rescue Mac- 
Guckin from a crowd of infuriated men 
But for the arrival of the police he 
would have been torn apart. Relieved 
from duty, MacGuckin told his su- 
periors Boice had hurled the bottles 
at his head and he fired in self-defense. 

In the hospital before he died, Boice 
urged his wife not to proceed against 
the guard, saying, “He must have lost 
his head.”

Mexico City, July 27 (A.P.).—Presie- 
dent Calles does not intend to remain 
chief executive of Mexico after his 
present term expires December 1, he 
told persons in his confidence today. 

If nothing happens to shake his dé@- 
termination, it appeared likely tonight 
that Aaron Saenz, governor of the 
State of Nuevo Leon, would succeed. 
to the presidency to which the late 
Gen. Alvaro Obregon was elected 
July 1. 

The decision of the president not to 
succeed himself has served further to 
clear the political atmosphere as de- 
spite the demand in many quarters 
that he be named provisional presi- 
dent for a two-year term, there has 
been some doubt as to whether this 
would be legal under the constitution. 
The question even caused dispute 
among the Obregon leaders, which ap- 
peared settled, when Ricardo Topete, 
leader of the Obregon block in cone- 


gress, and other spokesmen announced 


that their partisans would

Cut Influence of Labor. 


The question of the presidential 
succession will not be taken up atthe 
special session of congress which 
convenes tomorrow but the regular 
session which commences September 
1. The special session will be cone 
cerned largely with the sx alled, Obree 
gon amendments to the astitution 
which are expected to further reduce 
the influence of the labor party 

One of the most important of these 
is the amendment giving Mexico City 
and other towns in the Federal dis- 
trict a government by federal commise 
sions rather than by elected mayors 
and aldermen. The followers 9fLiiis 
Morones,-former secretary of labor, and 
leader of the labor party, have hither- 
to controlled the elections in the 
federal district and Mexico City and 
the local governments therefore have 
been largely in their hands. With 
Obregonistas controlling the appointe- 
ments in the future, the labor party, 
bitterly opposed to the Obregon poli- 
cies. will have little or no represen- 
tation. 

Other amendments to be considered 
reduce the size of the chamber of 


| deputies by one-half and place the 


appointment of all judges in the hands 
of the president. 


Labor Convention Blocked. 


A convention made up of nation-wide 
representatives of labor groups, which 
had been called some time -70 to con- 
vene today in Pachuca, has been ore 
dered abandoned by the civil authori- 
ties of the state of Hidalgo. 

The authorities feared that the con- 
vention would prove a menace to peace 
and order because of the charges of 
agrarian and other Obregonista leaders 
that some of the labor elements of the 
republic were “psychologically respon- 
sible” for the assassination of Gen, Ale 
varo Obregon. 

Numerous rumors, all lacking con- 
firmation, were current today regarding 
th» whereabouts of Luis Morones, ree 
signed secretary of labor and political 
foe of Gen. Alvaro Obregon. These in- 
cluded that he was hiding in Mexico 
City; that he fled to the United States 
by airplane; that he sailed for Havana; 
that he sailed for Spain; that he fled 
to Guatemala.

TT WILL INTERVENE 


Kellogg Threatens Action if 
Country Can Not Conduct 
Peaceful Election. 


IMPARTIALITY ASSURED 
BY NATION’S MINISTER 


Leader Denies 
Revolution Threat Was 
Mc ‘e by Party. 


(Associated Press.) 

A warning was given by the United 
States yesterday to the Panaman po- 
litical factions contending for control 
of that country in the national elec- 
tions gust 5 that should revolu- 
tiona activities be started, as inti- 
mated by the opposition party, this 
Govgrnment would be compelled to 
step in and maintain order. 

Secretary Kellogg does not believe, 
however, that there is justification for 
American intervenion at ihis time, a 


step which had been requested by Dr. 
Jorge Boyd, the opposition party’s can- 
didate for the presidency, who charged 
fraud and corruption to the present 
government. 


Points to Nation's Rights. 


In a formal statement the Secretary 
said these charges had “failed to con- 
vince the State Department that there 
is sufficient ground to authorize the 
intervention of the United States.” 

He insisted that while the United 
States has vital interests to protect in 
the Canal Zone and authority to 
maintain public order, the primary ob- 
ligation to conduct a free and fair elec- 
tion rests with the Panaman govern- 
ment, and this country will maintain 
an attitude of impartiality between the 
contending parties. 


Minister Assures Inforcement. 


Assurance has been given Kellogg by 
the Panama Minister here that his 
government will administer the law 
scrupulously, as otherwise it would not 
expect the United States to recognize 
the successful candidate. 

The opposition party had declared to 
Kellogg that free and fair elections 
could not be held without American 
intervention and unless there was in- 
tervention “revolutionary activities wiil 


The Secretary said the United States 
“sincerely trusted such counsel would 
not prevail,” but “should such a la- 
mentable situation arise, the Depart- 
ment believes the Panaman govern- 
ment will be able to preserve public 
order.” 

“Should this unfortunately not be 
the case,” it was added, “the United 
States would be compelled to exercise 
the power granted under the treaty 
and yhe constitution of Panama to 
maintain order.”

TO AIR-RAIL SERVICE 


New System Is Intended to 
Reach Into Northwest 


Regions. 
New York, July 27 (A.P.).—Competi- 
tion for the recently announced trans- 
continental air-rail service bullt around 


the Pennsylvania railroad appeared to 
be materializing today with tiie disclos- 
ure that negotiations are under way for 
a similar service in which the New York 
Central railroad will play a large part. 

Whereas the first route, now be'n¢e 
surveyed, would pass through the 
southwestern portion of the country, 
the newer one is intended to serve the 
Northwest by linking the new York 
Central with the Canadian Pacific «& 
Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault Ste. Ma- 
rie railroads, the Boeing Airways Cor- 
poration and the Mid-Plane Transit VUo.., 
of Minneapolis. 

Plans contemplate establishment of 
preliminary air-rail routes between 
Minneapolis, St. Paul and Winnipeg, 
Minneapolis, §t. Paul and Detroit, via 
Duluth, and between Duluth and Chi- 
cago, with a route to be established 
later between Detroit and Duluth across 
Lake Michigan. 

While the project as now planned 
provides for service chiefly in the Mid- 
dle West and Northwest, it is under- 
stood that the Nickel Plate, Bali!more 
& Ohio and Southern Pacific railroads 
would be brought into the system to 
complete a transcontinental air-rail 
route.

Wireless, Pacific Cable Board Lines, 
West Indian Cable and Wireless Sys- 
tem, Imperial Atlantic Cables ane 
postoffice beam services. The amount 
involved is staggering, about a billion 
dollars being the probable estimated 
value of the present assets of 
the companies which would unite 
under the plan. This figure is reached 
by the amount allowed for standard 
annual revenue—#$9,325,000—-which is 
supposed to represent 6 per ce1:t of the 
capital value of the communication 
services only of the merging companies. 
It does not include the further half of 
expenditures by the new organization. 
This annual revenue is proposed as a 
limit on the company’s free profits. 
Any further gains are to be dividcd, 50 
per cent going to the company and the 
balance being applied to the reduction 
of rates, improvement of services, or 
other such purposes approved by the 
imperial advisory committee. 

In taking steps to bring about the 
recommended merger the government 
would demand that the consolidated 
company pledge three things: First 
that the British control of all compa- 
nies would be guaranteed; second, that 
the government may take over the 
systems in war time or in other na- 
tional emergencies, and third, that the 
fighting services be permitted to oOp- 
erate the wireless and cable systems for 
their own purposes, though not for 
commercial use. It is understood that 
the government has definitely deciced 
to accept the recommendations of the 
Imperial Wireless and Cable Conference. 
An announcement to this effect will be 
made in the House of Commons Thurs- 
day. It is expected the other govern- 
ments of the empire will fully support 
the scheme.

FORMER GOV. COX SAYS

Kenny, who is now in Europe. As the 
train traveled down the Hudson 
through a steady driving rain, which 
a‘ times obscured the west bank of the 
river, the weather looked anything but 
promising for a week-end vacation, but 
by the time New York was reached, it 
had cleared considerably. 


Recognized by Few. 


Surrounded by a group of friends, 
- the nominee, wearing a dark suit and 

a Panama hat, walked down the plat- 
form at Grand Central Station and up 
& ramp into a waiting room and on 
into the Biltmore Hotel. where he has 
an apartment Hundreds of commu- 
ters .hurrying home, passed, but few 
recognized him. 

At Smith's invitation, Gov. Ritchie 
had come to New York for a chat. He 
called at the New York executive's 
Suite within half an hour after the 
nominee's arrival and was immediately 
invited to remain for dinner. 

Before leaving Albany, Gov. Smith 
had declared that he had no special 
subject to discuss with Ritchie, and 
that he had not suggested the confer- 
ence to get any ideas from him for in- 
corporation in his acceptance speech. 
He just wanted to see Ritchie, be ex- 
plained. and Ritchie wanted to see 
him, so the meeting was arranged.

An early start in the prospective 
Congressional inquiries into campaign 
expenditures was indicated yesterday 
with announcement by Chairman Lehl- 
bach of the House committee that his 
group would formally organize Thurs- 
day in New York City.

It gave its spe- 
cial committee of five a wide latitude 
when it authorized an inquiry into ex- 
penditures of candidates for al] Fed- 
eral offices, including those for Presi- 
dent, Vice President and Congress. 

Mr. Lehlbach also announced the 
definite appointment of Representative 
Chindblom (Republican), Illinois. to 
Succeed Representative Newton (Re- 
publican), Minnesota, on the House 
committee. 


Wants to Be Ready. 


Mr. Newton resigned last week be- 
cause of his duties tn the c ampaign as 
director of the Republican speakers’ 
bureau.

15, INSANE, ESCAPE 
AT FIRE IN HOSPITAL 


18 Escape at Nashville, but 3 
Are Recaptured; 1,200 


Under Guard on Lawn. 

Nashville, Tenn., July 27 (A.P.).— 
Fire that caused approximately $250,000 
damage to the Administration Building 
of the Central State Hospital for the 
Insane, 8 miles from here, early today, 
destroyed the water system of the in- 
stitution and imperiled the lives of 
many inmates. 

Officials tonight were concentrating 
their efforts on providing a water sup- 
ply for the hospital, while guards were 
watching the familiar haunts of fifteen 
inmates who have eluded searchers 
after escaping in the confusion that 
accompanied the fire. 

Hospital authorities were not con- 


cerned over the escape of the inmates, 
only two of whom, confined for murder, 
were described as “bad actors.” Early 
captures are expected. 

The fire is believed to have been 
caused by defective wiring. When the 
blaze broke out attendants herded the 
more than 1,200 inmates onto the hos- 
pital lawn, fearing that the dormitories 
might catch fire. As firemen, handli- 
capped by the damaged hospital water 
system, struggled with the flames, most 
of the inmates stood quletly watching 
the spectacle. Only eighteen escaped. 
Three were found soon after.

Robinson said he shot the elder John- 
son twice as the latter walked toward 
him. The autopsy, however, showed 
the father was shot only once and that 
the bullet had entered in the back.

Johnson's machine had collided with 
Robinson's. 

The collision, which was of a trivial 
nature, caused bad feeling between the 
Johnsons and Robinson and was 
directly responsible for the tragedy 
five days later which le.t eight chil- 
dren fatherless and two women widows. 

Mayor B. J. Hillidge. also a justice 
ot: the peace, who testified for the 
State, declared Robinson had come to 
‘him and told him that the elder John- 
son, accordine to hearsay, had been 
calling him a vile name and, accord- 
ing to the mayor, Robinson declared 
he was tired of being called this name, 
and would kill the next man who used 
it regardless of who he was. 

Chief of Police Edgar C. Smith, in 
whose presence the double killing took 
place, was the State’s star witness. 


Smith said Robinson asked him’a few 
moments before the tragedy®’ whether 
he, Smith, had a gun. declaring he 
thought the Johnsons were going to 
“get” him.

How to Keep 
Well

“KEEPING YOUNG AFTER FORTY.” 
[* his very helpful book entitled 

“Keeping Young After Forty,” Dr. 

E. R. Whitmore has something to 
say about exercise for those who have 
topped the hill and can begin to see 
into the valley. A paragraph of this 
chapter is devoted to mountain climb- 
ing. This is good exercise for a mid- 
dle-aged person provided he is organ- 
ically sound and has preparéd himself. 
The preparation should not be delayed 
until the beginning of vacation. The 
time to have the charley horses, stiff 
backs, and sore muscles is a month or 
so before the vacation begins. That 
clears the way for a vacation without 


pain. Incidentally, it protects against 
dilation of the heart. 


It is no excuse that there are no 
mountains to climb. When a delega- 
tion once complained to a one-time 
mayor of St. Louis, he is reported to 
have said: “Vot you kickin’ about? 
Ain’t you got the moon yet? What's 
the need of mountains? Alin’t you got 
the stairs yet?” Begin by walking 
downstairs. Then add a little climb- 
ing, beginning with three floors, at low 
speed. Increase this two or three 
stories each week, keepine up the walk 
downstairs. By following this plan the 
muscles are made fit, the joints are 
limbered, the wind is improved and, 
above all, the heart is made safe. Any 
soreness is done with before the vaca- 
tion starts. 

After the heart has been well habitu- 
ated to the work of climbing, it may be 
advisable to take the steps with some 
speed. Enduranee and ‘wind are not 
exactly the same. They are different 
qualities and their absence causes dif- 
ferent results. Slow climbir ; for many 
fiights and long walks are better for 
endurance. “unning up a few steps 
when one Is ready for that is better 
for the “wind.” 

Dr. Whitmore tells us that one foot 
of climbing is equal to about five or 
ten feet of walking on the level. His 
reference is to very deliberate, slow 
climbing. In hurried climbing the 
disproportion is greater than that, One 
who runs upstatrs or up a hill is do- 
ing vefy vigorous exercise and calling 
on the heart for a greatly increased 
amount of work.

But the law does not say 
that Declarer can score game without 
bidding for it. Two examples: 


Score love. Declarer bids four Spades 
and makes only two-odd; but the ad- 
versaries revoke and the two penalty 
tricks give him a total of four-odd and 
his contract. Declarer scores game be- 
cause he bid for it and ends up with 
enough tricks to make it. The penalty 
tricks count as if won in play and en- 
able Declarer to go game, 


Score love. Contract two Spades; De- 
clarer wins eight tricks in play and 
obtains two penalty tricks for an ad- 
verse revoke. Although he now has 
four-odd which is enough for game at 
Spades, he does not score game because 
he did not bid for if. The penalty 
tricks only enable Declarer to go game 
when he has bid for game.

The revoke law causes perplexities 1: 
other ways. Many players think the 
they should go back and change th 
cards in the trick in which the revok: 
occured. That is not so; the trick ma: 
be examined for evidence of revoke, bu' 
after the revoking player or his part- 
ner has led or played to the nex’ 
trick, the trick in which the revoke oc 
curred cannot be altered and it re 
mains in the possession of those wh: 
hold it by revoking. Another commo! 
error lies in supposing that the sid 
receiving revoke penalty tricks invari 
ably score points therefore; that is no 
so either. For the first revoke, the sid: 
not in error receives tricks from th’ 
other side after the play of the hand i 
finished; and such tricks are merel 
counted in with the side’s other trick: 
“the same as if they had been won Lb 
play.” The total tricks thus countec 
may or may not give points to the sid 
which counts them. For example, : 
Declarer down three but detecting al 
adverse revoke, would be down onl} 
one; the adversaries, however, wouk 
score for that one. Declarer woul 
have saved, as he would be penalizec 
for a set of one instead of three, but 
he would not score for the revoke.

THE TREATY WITH CHINA. 


Foreign powers are astonished by the 
swift action of the United States and 
China in concluding a tariff treaty under 
which China is conceded full tariff 
autonomy. The treaty was signed at 
Peiping on July 25, the day after Secre- 
tary Kellogg’s note had been made 
public, signifying the readiness of the 
United States to negotiate with pleni- 
potentiaries already appointed by China. 
Before the great powers had time to 
scrutinize the Kellogg note the treaty 
had been signed. 

This treaty is the most advanced step 
taken by any nation in recognizing the 
Nationalist government and in acknowl- 
edging the right of China to make its 
own tariffs. All provisions of former 
treaties relating to rates of duty, draw- 
backs, transit dues and tonnage dues are 
nullified. Thus the nine-power treaty 
concluded at the Washington conference, 
relating to the Chinese tariff, becomes a 
nullity so far as the United States and 
China are concerned. The special con- 
ference appointed under the terms of 
that treaty, of which Silas H. Strawn 
was a member, was unsuccessful in reach- 
ing an agreement in 1925, and the United 
States at that time announced that it 
regarded the treaty as no longer opera- 
tive and that it would reassume the right 
to deal independently with China. 


~.The Nationalist government has given 


no‘ice to all nations that the old tariff 
treaties must be terminated. It declares 
its right to fix its own tariffs. Never- 
theless, some of the great powers have 
been reluctant to make new treaties 
based upon the principle of complete 
tariff autonomy for China. No doubt 
the action of the United States will in- 
duce some of those powers to enter into 
negotiations with the Nationalist govern- 
ment. Others, however, are not yet 
willing to recognize the Nationalist gov- 
ernment, and are still more unwilling to 
acknowledge the tariff autonomy of 
China. At present these powers send 


into China enormous quantities ef goods 


at a 5 per cent duty and they do not 
relish the prospect of a customs duty 
twice or three times as great. - But if the 
Nationalist government should become 
still more firmly established it will un- 
doubtedly increase the import duties for 
purposes of revenue. 

Foreign comment includes the charge 
that Secretary Kellogg has “stolen a 
march” on the great powers in making 
the new treaty. It is even suggested 
that the new treaty violates the spirit 
if not the letter of thé nine-power treaty. 
This suggestion does not bear scrutiny, 
and as for “stealing a march” upon 
others it may be replied that nothing 
hindered any of the powers from making 
such a treaty as the United States has 
concluded. All are free to grant to China 


- full control of her own tariffs if they 


wish to do so. The fact that the United 
States has accepted the Nationalist gov- 
ernment as the true government of China 
and has immediately proved its declared 
friendship for China by concluding a 
treaty based upon equality of national 
rights is not an impediment to similar 
action by other nations. 

America gains no commercial] ad- 
vantages over other nations by virtue of 
the new treaty. Americans will pay the 
same import duties in China as are paid 
by others. The advantage gained by the 
United States lies in the fact that it has 
promptly extended the hand of fellow:

Not only is greater safety for maga- 
zines necessary for the protection of human 
life, but also for the protection of the invest- 
ment tied up in buildings, powder and other 
ammunition. 


A WARNING TO PANAMA, 


The Secretary of State has Issued a very 
timely statement in regard to the approaching 
presidential election in Panama. The opposi- 
tion to the existing administration in Panama 
having charged fraud and corruption on the 
part of that government, and having askev the 
United States to intervene and supervise the 
election, Secretary Kellogg reminds both sides 
that while the United States has authority to 
intervene, the primary obligation to conduct 
a fair and free election and to preserve order 
rests upon the Panaman government. The 
United States will remain neutral as between 
the political parties. The law of Panama gives 
extraordinary control over elections to 
government of the republic, and imposes cor- 
respondingly heavy obligations. 

A powerful lever in the hands of the United 
States is revealed by Secretary Kellogg in his 
intimatiou that if the party in power at Panama 
should win the election by unfair methods the 
United States will not recognize the successful 
candidates. He accepts the assurance of the 
Minister of Panama that the government will 
administer the election law in a scrupulously 
impartial manner. If revolutionary activities 
should ensue, the United States would look to 
the government of Panama to maintain order. 
But if that government should not be able 
to preserve order, “the United States would 
be compelled to exercise the power granted 
under the treaty and the constitution to main- 
tain order.” 

This statement is a plain warning the 
government of Panama that the United States 
will not tolerdte misuse of the law in such a 
manner as to defraud the voters of Pauama 
in order to bring about the election of the 
government’s candidate. A government vic- 
tory by such a method would be empty, for the 
United States would not recognize the victor. 

The test of the good faith of the Panama 
government is about to be made. It is said 
that the opposition, if given a free and tair 
election, would poll a heavy majority over the 
government’s ticket. But 
tiov be stroug or weak, it is entitled to a fair 
vote, and if the government of ’’anama is wise 
it will heed the warning against resorting to 
fraud or intimidation. 
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TOO MUCH SPORT. 


It is rather disturbing 
from Columbia University summer school of 
physical education, where W. L. Hughes, 
athletic director of De Pauw University, is 
crusading in behalf of ‘‘speedball.”’ “We 
coaches,” he says, “are just beginning to 
realize that the emphasis on sports has often- 
times been wrongly directed in America. It 
has too frequently been a case of intensive 
training for the best athletes and neglect of 
the body of students who need physical train- 
ing the most. The trouble has been that we 
had no game like English rugby football that 
could be played without weeks of training and 
highly developed physical condition.” Speed- 
ball is expected to be such a game. 

Played with eleven men or women on a 
side, speedball is described as a combination 
of football, basketball and soccer. As yet there 
have been drafted no formal rules, nor has 
there been any attempt to make speedball 
an intercollegiate sport. In time, however, it 
is expected that speedball will sweep to popu- 
larity in the American college, and the day 
is foreseen when groups of speedball players 
will be as common tin the United States as 
rugby teams are in England. 

Coach Hughes probably is working toward 
a proper end ihn attempting to popularize a 
gaine that will attract such students as do not 
go in for athletics at the present time. It may 
be, however, that he is starting something that 
the American college will regret. Frequently 
the cry is raised that colleges devote too much 
attention to organized athletics. The advent 
af a new game will not serve to make student 
bodies abandon the sports that have swept.to 
such astonishing popularity, but will only add 
another to the list. If speedball is all that 
it is claimed to be colleges may have to drift 
still farther from their true function and give 
themselves up to sports.

WORLD CHEMISTRY CONTEST. 


The organization of a chemical] research 
combine in Switzerland is a departure that can 
not be viewed by American manufacturers 
with indifference. The newer contest for con- 
trol of the world’s business has been removed 
from the seas to the laboratory. The im- 
portance of chemistry leadership was notable 
prior to the war in Germany, which first seri- 
ously and methodically went about harhessing 
the laboratory to the factory and through the 
factory to the markets of the world. Although 
the notion of the scientific preeminence of the 
Teuton was greatly inflated in such fiields as 
. dyestuffs, the war demonstrated that the 
formulas of German laboratories were un- 
matched by those of this country until neces- 
sity, with perhaps some appropriation of 
formulas registered in this country, gave to 
American dyes quality and permanency. 

The »present tendency of Eurepean manu- 
facturers to combine in the field of chemical 
research is a challenge to the manufacturers 
here not to lag by the wayside. The entire 
emphasis of industry today is placed upon the 
utilization of newer chemical knowledge and 
prescriptions of the laboratory for the better- 
ment of products, the development of novel 
industries and the reduction of production 
costs below those of competitors, 

Notwithstanding the paramountcy of this 
country in iudustrial resourcefulness and its 
wide command of materials the fact that needs 
to be taken into account is that Europeans are 
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conditions, Yet if there should be anything 
savoring of international combinations against 
this country the challenge will be accepted. 
American resourcefulness will not fail to make 
a good showing in the struggle for world 
markets. 


~OVERCHARGING VETERANS. 


Congress never intended that veterans 
should pay 7 per cent interest upon the money 
they borrow upon their adjusted service vom- 
pensation certificates. The law provides that 
holders of such certificates may, after two 
years, borrow a sum of money not in excess of 
the loan basis, the rate of interest charged by 
the bank not to be more than 2 per cent greater 
than the prevailing rediscount rate of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of the district. Subsequent 
to enactment of the law provision was made 
whereby the Veterans Bureau Itself might 
make loans upon certificates, charging there- 
for the same interest rate as is allowed to 
banks. 

At present the rediscount rate in seven 
Federal Reserve districts stands at 5 per cent 
and in five districts at 4% per cent. To ob- 
tain funds upon their adjusted service com- 
pensation certificates’ veterans must pay inter- 
est at the rate of 6% or 7 per cent. The 
bureau alone up to June 30-had made more 
than 750,000 loans aggregating some $732,800,- 
000. Interest on this sum for One year at 7 per 
cent comes to more than $5,000,000. At this 
rate it is apparent that before long the Gov- 
ernment will have collected in interest fully as 
much as it originally appropriated for adjust- 
ing the compensation of those who served in 
the World War. 

Obviously the adjusted service compensation 
act is not fulfilling the function for which it 
was created, for it was uever intended that 
the Government should make money out of 
the operation, or that veterans should have to 
pay exorbitant interest. Liberalization of the 
law is called for. It is a matter to which the 
next Congress should give its earnest attention.

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FOOD FOR ALL. 


Not many months ago a population-control 
congress held in Europe was receiving more 
or less publicity. Learned men and women 
had traveled far to attend the meetings, the 
object of which seemed to be to impress upon 
all the delegates the fact that if the present 
population trend continues the day is bound 
to arrive in which the world will be unable to 
feed itself. A sorry picture of a starving uni- 
verse was painted, and only a few arose to 
assert that no matter how great world pupula- 
tion migh® become, some way would be found 
to obtain food. 

Famous chemists now are meeting in Chi- 
cago and before them Dr. H. EB. Barnard, food 
expert, has asserted that if world population 
increases a hundredfold there still will be no 
possibility of starvation. Present-day methods 
of producing foodstuffs would not suffice to 
feed such an increase, it is true, says Dr. Bar- 
nard, “‘but when the need comes the chemist 
will convert the light of the sun and the nitro- 
gen of the air into food for the human family.” 
It is probable, he continues, that man will have 
become a changed organism 10,000 years from 
now. “He may live differently, and he~cer- 
tainly will eat differently.” 

This is a more cheerful view’of the future. 
Concern need not be felt in connection with 
the rapidly increasing world population in 
how it is to be fed, but in where it is to stand. 
If the population increasé does not start fall- 
ing within the next 500 years or so the day 
wil] arrive, says Dr. Barnard, when space 
will be the important consideration. But the 
public refuses to worry. There is room for 
everybody, if they will kindly move up; and

The general opinion today was 
that Rickard, over-contident at the 
tremendous gates of $1,800,000 and

Case, Sanction 31 Records

MSTERDAM, July 27 (A.P ).—The 

International Amateur Athletic 

Federation, at the opening ses- 
sion of its ninth congress today, neatly 
and diplomatically sidestepped the 
whole Charley Paddock case by adjourn- 
ing just before it reached that portion 
of ite agenda dealing with amateur 
status questions and fixing August 6; 
th. day after the completion of the 
Olympic track and field competition, 
for reconvening. 

Whether there was a possibility that 
issues over the California sprinter 
would be brought up at today’. session, 
tho effect of the virtual steamroller tac- 
tics was automatically to shelve the case 
until after Paddock runs the 200-meter 
dash which is scheduled for next Tues- 
day and Wednesday After this com- 
petitive battle is over, Vharley again 
may be the storm center of a contro- 
versy, at least among the Americans 
themselves, where there are ‘nore 
sharply divided factions than among all 
of the other nations put together. 


The sprinter’s name was not even 
mentioned at today’s meeting, in 
spite of its being conducted in 
three languages—German, French 
and English—for the benefit of the 
representatives of two-score coun- 
tries, who quickly disnosed of all 
business befo « them.

It was 
sponsored by Senator Swanson and 
Representative Moore, Democrats, of 
Virginia, and met with little opposi- 
tion. 

Representative Moore told the 
House that neither his State nor 
Maryland had any intention of build- 
ing a bridge at Great Falls, although 
both realized that one was badly 
needed there. The truth was, he said, 
that neither State had the money to 
spare for the bridge. 


Plans Are Approved. 


The plans for the bridge, which have 
been approved by the National Park 
and Planning Commission, call for a 
raceful structure of steel and con- 
and so designed that it will 
harmoniz, with the rugged beauty of 
the falls. \It is planned to erect the 
bridge on the Washington side of the 
falls, on &@ line with the pavilion on 
the Virginia \side. 

The questign of whether a permit 
for the bridge is to be granted is be- 
ing considered by Maj, Brehon Som- 
mervell, Army engineer in charge of 
the Washington district. At present, 
it is understood, he is trying to de- 
cide whether the bridge might inter- 
fere with the future development of 
water power at Great Falls.

CAPITAL OPPRESSED 
BY HIGH HUMIDITY 


Moisture Is Recorded at 87, 
With Temperature at 82, 
Lowest in Week. 


Clouded skies.and occasional showers, 
becoming more frequent in the eve- 
ning, yesterday kept the temperature 
down to one of\the lowest recorded 
here this month, although a big rise 
in the percentage of humidity to 87 
made the relief from the high tem- 


peratures of the last few days less ap- 
parent. 

The maximurg temperature recorded 
both at the Weather Bureau and the 
Pennsylvania avenue kiosk yesterday 
was 82 degrees at 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon. This is the first instance 
in some time that maximum readings 
at the two places have been in com- 
plete accord, as the kiosk is exposed 
to the sun and catches the reflections 
of heat from the sidewalks which usu- 
ally carries its mercury several degrees 
higher than the official temperature 
at the Weather Bureau. 

By 10 o’clock last night the tempera- 
ture was down to 76 degrees and the 
humidity up to 87. The Weather Bu- 
reau predicts additional showers this 
morning, with the afternoon clear and 
this evening cooler.

BOOST WN COAL PRICES 


Says New River Cry Is Propa- 
ganda Against Higher 
Freight Rate. 


29-CENT INCREASE ASKED 


Statements that the proposed new 
freight rate on soft coal coming into 
Washington from the New. River, or 
Southern, fields would mean higher 
apartment house rentals here were 
characterized as “pure bunk” last night 
by M. C. Boyd, representing the Penn- 
sylvania, or Northern, operators. 

Boyd, who is Baltimore manager for 
the Qu@mahoning Coal Co., of Somer- 
set, Pa., said he had come here to try 
and offset the propaganda put out by 
the New River operators, who are fight- 
ing the proposed higher freight rate. He 
denied that his company planned to 
take advantage of the situation here by 
raising the price of its coal. 

So far the freight rate on. New River 
coal has been $2.84 a ton. Now the 
three of the railroad lines that haul it 
here have increased the tariff to $3.13 
a ton. Unless the Interstate Commerce 
Commission acts favorably on petitions 
asking for a suspension of the proposed 
higher rate, that rate will go into effect 
August 10. 

If the rate goes into effect, the Penn- 
sylvania and Maryland coal producers 
will have a great advantage, inasmuch 
as the freight rate on their product 
ls only $2.71, 42 cents below the pro- 
posed rate on New River coal. The 
producers of this latter coal say that 
this differential of 42 cents will drive 
them out of the Washington market. 
They also have warned the business 
interests here that the Pennsylvania 
operators might take advantage of the 
situation to boost the price of their 
coal. 

“The conclusion advanced by the 
Southern operators for bunk purposes, 
that the City of Washington will freeze 
if it does not buy its coal in the 
South,” Mr. Boyd said last night, “is 
the last word in unbusinesslike pro- 
cedure.”
